However, 
the Recycling Center issue will not 
be on the agenda unul early next 
semester because student repre- 
sentatives to the council are study- 
ing for finals.

So far, the council has only 
heard the unanimous recommen- 
dation of the Campus Environment 
Committee, which voted to keep 
the center off the master plan of fa- 
cilities On campus 

Rick Miller, president of Asso- 
ciated Students Inc., received a 
letter Wednesday from the Con- 
struction Management Student 
Association volunteering mem- 
bers to build a concrete contain- 
ment vessel for the Recycling 
Center's leaky oil tank. Oil, as a 
hazardous waste, was one of the 
committee's concems.

sector scholarships. According to Cassidy 
$15 billion was available last year in privat 
sector funds, $6.6 billion of which wen 
unclaimed. 

“There's been a $500,000 scholarshiy 
waiting to be awarded to a Jewish orpha 
studying aeronautical engineering. It’s bee: 
collecting $50,000 interest in the bank fo: 
years,” Cassidy said.

cem that the decision may affect low -incom¢ 
minority students.

Frustration has led to despera 
tion for some business administra- 
tion students who have had to 
compound the turmoil of finals by 
being forced w restrict the number 
of people they can invite to their 
commencement ceremony. 

The ceremony is taking place in 
the North Gym Dec. 22 at 1:30p.m, 
with approximately 340 students 
going through the procedure. Each 
will receive five tickets for guests. 

The fire marshal has set the 
capacity of the building at 2,085 
people, according to a representa- 
tive from Dr. Richard Cobb’s 
office, associate dean for Students 


and Community Relations in the 
School of Business Administraton 
office. 

Besides the students and their 
guests, there musi be space for the 
band members, as well as faculty 
and staff members. 

This restriction has posed a 
problem for many students, some 
have resorted to placing classified 
ads in The Hornet offering money 
for additional uckets. 

Michelle Peterson, a marketng 
major, placed an ad in the Hornet 
which read, “in desperate need of 
two (2) tickets to graduation. 
Willing to pay for them.” 

“My problem is that I have a 
large family, my parents are di- 
vorced and I need extra tickets,”

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Crime rate down 
at CSUS for fall 
1990 semester

Crimes reported on the CSUS 
campus declined in 1990 com- 
pared to the last five years, except 
for two armed robberies that oc- 
curred this year. 

CSUS police officials say this 
may be due to the increased sur- 
veillance by the campus commu- 
nity service officers. 

“Our CSO’s are doing a good 
jobof surveillance this year, which 
may account for the drop in crime 
oncampus,” said Carl Perry, crime 
prevention officer on campus. 
“We've made less arrests this 
year.” 

Last year auto theft reached a 
six-year high of 43. Not counting 
December, this year’s auto thefts 
have dropped off by 12. 





Perry said hiding a secondary 
ignition switch somewhere in the 
car could prevent more automobile 
thefts from occurring. 

“With a hidden secondary igni- 
tion switch the car couldn't be 
stolen until that second switch is 
turned and most car thieves won't 
take the time to look,” said Perry. 

Larceny from automobiles 
reached 163 in 1987, which isa six- 
year high. In the last three years 
theft from automobiles has 
dropped dramatically. The last 
three years combined is only 160. 

The six year high for bicycle 
thefts was in 1985 when 125 bi- 
cycles were stolen This year bi- 
cycle thefts have only reached 69, 
but this is an increase from last 
year’s total of 48.

According to Lou Camera, program 
adviser for Suadent Activities, his office does 
its best to accommodate student groups on 
campus that wish to hold a demonstration. 
“We try to make sure that they havea viab!e 
outlet for expression, but not infringe on any 
student’s education,” said Camera. 

University regulations demand notifica- 
tion of a demonstration or protest by a group 
72 hours prior 0 the event. Use of the main 
quad, in front of the Pub, requires two weeks 
notice. This time constraint posed quesuons 
about the restriction of spontaneity and free 
speech for many people. 

“Whenever acampus space is used, it has 
to be approved,” explained Camera. “We 
have to OK it with space management and 
the university police.” 

“Our intent is never to quell free speech, 
but questions of noise come up, especially 
around finals,” Camera added. 

Camera went on to say that in certain 
instances, like shots being fired in the Middle 
East, his office would work as quickly as 
possible to aid students wishing to hold a 
demonstration. “Our position is to work with 
students and accommodate them as much as 
possible,” he added. 

Many areas on campus have demonstra- 
tion restrictions on them because of sound 
problems. The library quad, which is cen- 
trally located and ideal for reaching a large 
amount of people, is off limits because of 
nearby classrooms that might be disturbed. 
The main quad was used for National

Soviet women make strides

Although Soviet women have 
made great stnides in their society, 
there is still a need for greater 
reform, Professor Val- 
eria Kukharenko said 
Tuesday. 

Kukharenko ts a pro- 
fessor of language and 
literature at Odessa Uni- 
versity in the Soviet Un- 
ion and has twice been 
granted a Fulbright Sen- 
ior Scholarship to the 
United States. 

Kukharenko, in her lecture 
“Women in the Sovict Union,” 
explained some of the strides that 
have changed the Soviet way of life 
for women. 

One of the positive changes, she 
explained, began in 1917 when a 
national dlecree was issue .nan- 
dating that Soviet women be given 
equal opportunities in both jobs 
and education. 

Prior to 1917 few women went 


| on to higher education. They re- 


ceived their education at home or 
by attending what she described as 
a “special gymnasia” for girls. 





Since the decree, however, 
Kukharenko said women have 
been flocking to schools of higher 
education. 

“Now, within seven decades, 
we have a situation where three

quarters of the population of those 
with higher education are women, 
which is probably the best in the 
world,” Kukharenko said. 

She added that some of the 
biggest gains for women are in the 
Eastern, Muslim regions of the 
Soviet Union.

Engineering prof works 
on NASA Space Shuttle

ACSUS engineering sites iahel- 
ing to develop new vortex shedding flow- 
meters for the space shuitle. 

A vortex shedding flowmeter? It is 
similar to a water or gas meter, but because 
this flowmeter controls the interaction of 
two combustible liquid fuels, it must be 
more precise. 

Dr. Ngo Dinh Thinh, aCSUS mechani- 
calengineering professor, has been work- 
ing on the new flowmeters for NASA at 
the Kennedy Space Center. He has worked 
jointly with Kennedy Space Center re- 
searcher Bob Howard. 

“NASA is very interested in the proj- 
ect. They have given CSUS over $30,000 


in equipm<at so students can study the concept,” said Thinh. “NASA 
seems to think it’s important t students to get their hands on some 
research that might help the shuttle. They get actual hands-on experi- 
ence with the technology.” 

There are over 6,000 flowmeters on the space shuttle, and it costs about 


| $1,000 to clean and refurbish each one after use. That adds up to over 


$6 million each time the shuttle is launched. 
The type of flowmeter Thinh is developing would be installed per- 
manently and would require much less attention after the launch. This

CSUS professor maps 
biological zones of the 
world, travels globe

For the last eight years, biologi- 
cal sciences emeritus Professor 
Mikios Udvardy has been traveling 
around the globe as part of a re- 
search project to map the living 
world. 

Udvardy said that the project 
will include 

“plants, animats, 
and the ecosystem” 
and will include 
“the biological | 
zones of the world,” § 
for instance forests, 
tundras, and des- 
erts. 

Udvardy’s proj- 
ect is funded by the 


International Union Prof. Miklos Udvardy 


of Conservation of 

Nature —a groupof scientists con- 
cerned about the fate of the planet. 
This group is working in conjunc- 
tion with the World Wildlife Fund 
and with the United Nations Edu- 
cational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization. 

In September, Udvardy was 
awarded an honarary doctorate 
from hisalma mater Louis Kossuth 
University of Debrecen, Hungary. 

The award recognized Udvardy 
for his contributicn to zoology and 
ecology, for his efforts to save 
plants and animals of our planet 
and for promoting American and 
Hungarian scientific relations. 

Udvardy said he has spent 
“almost every year traveling” 
because of the project or some 
major conferences. 





His traveis have included Ar- 
gentina, the Soviet Union and 
Africa. 

Udvardy said his main avoca- 
tion is ornithology, the study of 
birds. He is an internationally 
known ornithologist who has been 
quoted by the New York Times as 
an expert in his field. 

Udvardy wrote the Audubon 
Society Field Guide 
to North American 
Birds (Western Edi- 
y tion). His book has 
sold over 700,000 
copies. 

He has also au- 
thored Anima! Ge- 
mm 6ography, a textbook 
which has been 
translated into many 
different languages 
such as Polish. 
Udvardy translated the Hungarian 
version. 

In September 1952, Udvardy 
became an assistant biology pro- 
fessor at the University of British 
Columbia. Less than two months 
later, Udvardy became a full pro- 
fessor at the university. 

While there, Udvardy started a 
department in ethology — the sci- 
ence of animal behavior. 

Udvardy started teaching at 
CSUS in 1966. He was aitracted to 
this university since Sacramento is 
90 miles from the coast and 90 
miles from the mountains. 

Udvardy is teaching a graduate 
biology class next semester in bio- 
geography which is what his re- 
search project deals with. 
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Students might be 
competing for fewer, 
smaller Pell Grants 


(CPS) — Students may find themselves 
competing for fewer, smaller Pell Grants for 
the 1991-92 school year, thanks to a possible 
$145 million shortfall in funding for the 
program, the U.S. Department of Education 
has confirmed. 

The shortfall, ifitoccurs, would come as 
the result of a last-minute funding cut made 
during the 1991-92 federal budget negouia- 
tions, which Congress finished Oct. 27. 

Legislators approved a $100 increase in 
the maximum Pell Grant —- bringing it to 
$2,400 — and initially appropriated $5.3 
billion for new grants. 

But at the last minute, 2.41 percent was 
cut from most discretionary programs, 
including the Pell Grant program. 

To save the money, the Education De- 
partment, depending on changes in national 
enroliment and economic conditions when 





it needs to take action next February, might 
implement a “linear reduction,” said a 
department official who didn’t want to be 
named. 

In plainer terms, about 71,000 students 
nationwide would have their grants cut by 
$225. 

Another 1.22 million grants would be 
trimmed by about $100. 

The cuts wouldn’t affect about 2.2 mil- 
lion of the neediest students who, because 
of the $100 increase, would receive bigger 
grants, the official said. 

In all, 3.37 million students would get 
average grants of $1,495 in 1991-92, down 
from the 3.44 million students receiving 
grants averaging $1,504 this year. 

“We're talking abouta $9 difference” for 
the students who still get grants, the Educa- 
tion Department official said.

“| think the SATs have become a highly inflated caricaturized icon of our culture 
that on balance is doing more harm than good,” said Ernest Boyer, president of the 
Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching. 

“The reason we have the tests is that we love numbers in this country and the colleges 
aren’t paying for the testing,” he said.” “Who's paying for it? The students are.” 

While Boyer and others criticize the use of standardized tests, the President's Edu- 
cation Policy Advisory Committee is considering developing a national standardized 
test to gauge student achievement

The 
“kick-butt” mentality is a rather 
narrow-minded approach and has 
served this nation poorly in the 
past as an instrument of foreign 
policy. And it shows contempt for 
life.

Sirb issues this mandate to all

It is important to clarify Ms.

disorder is the development of 
characteristic symptoms follow- 
ing a psychological event that is 
outside the range of usual human 
experience (i.¢. outside the range 
of such common experiences as 
simple bereavement, chronic ill- 
ness, business losses and marital 
conflict).

(DSM-III R, p. 247). 

Butler is incorrect when she 
says that PTSD is linked to any 
event that Causes stress in one’s 
life. As the DSM-III R notes, 
divorce, death of a loved one, 
serious illness all cause severe 
siress and discomfort, and they 
are not considered as the type of 
trauma that will lead to PTSD. 
DSM-III R does not recognize 
abortion as a “psychologically 
distressing event that is outside of 
the range of usual human experi- 
ence.” 

There is a qualitative differ- 
ence between anxiety reactions of 
a PTSD nature and those that can 
be and are expected to follow dif- 
ficult personal decisions. Battered 
women, war veterans, rape and 
incest survivors have not had e¢s- 
sential control over these painful 
and traumatic externa! victimiza- 
tions. The truth is when the anti- 
abortion movement reifies an 
individual woman's decision 
have an abortion as murder, this 
actcreates an element of trauma. 
A well thought out and personal 
decision is part of any adult’s life; 
it a8 Not trauma. 

As I have continually stressed 
in my letters, yes, some women 
may have a difficult time resolv- 
ing the decision to have an abor- 
tion. And strong feelings associ- 
ated with regret can mimic some 
of the anxiety described as PTSD. 
This is not, however, the expres- 
sion of PTSD. 

In any case women having 
difficulty resolving their abortion 
experience should receive support. 
Noone is interested in denying the 
need for support. But what about 
support before the need to have an 
abortion exists? Does the Sacra- 
mento Life Center support sex 
education and making contracep- 
tives readily accessible and avail- 
able? Does the Sacramento Life 
Center work t increase public 
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spending on prenatal care, child 
care and child support, so that 
some women are not forced by 
economic circumstances tochoose 
to have an abortion because they 
cannot afford to support a child? I 
know they do not engage in any of 
those activities. 

I also suggest that Ms. Butler 
read the National Association of 
Social Worker’s policy statement 
on abortion. The policy states 
Clearly that all clients must be 
supported. I completely agree with 
also states: “If a social worker 
chooses not to participate in abor- 
tion counseling, it is his or her 
responsibility to provide appro- 
priate referral services to ensure 
that this option is available to 
clients. In addition, the profession 
supports the development of pub- 
lic education and information 
services designed to inform people 
about the current legal, medical, 
and social aspects of abortion.” 
Does the Sacramento Life Center 
provide any of those services? No, 
it does not. 

As I have said on numerous 
occasions, the decision to have an 
abortion is never simple or easy. 
Putting obstacles in the way of 
that decision, and referring to 
women who have made that deci- 
sion as murderers and baby kill- 
ers, only mak »s that decision more 
difficult.

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Christmas spirit 
grows at tree farm

It is that time of year again to 
make your way towards the Chnist- 
mas tree lots to purchase your pre- 
cut Christmas tree. This year, 
however, take a step beyond the 
usual and explore the option that 
may add that extra spice to your 
holiday season. 

Reb Gauzzi, one of the three 
owners of the Cedar Ravine Tree 
Farm, came to the United States 
when he was seven months old. 
Who would have thought this man 
would someday sell Christmas 
trees? Gauzzi sure did not. 

Twenty-three years ago Gauzz1 
retired from the Palo Alto School 
District after 28 years of service. 
Ever since, he has lived off of 
Cedar Ravine Road. 

Twenty years ago he decided to 
grow trees. “I saw that many 
people were using their land to 
grow Christmas trees,” comments 
Gauzzi. Today, three of his 52 
acres are covered with Douglas and 


White Firs, and an occasional 
Cedar or two. “The cedars have 
heen cleared out pretty well, but the 
firs are flourishing,” says Gauzzi. 

Although his family has not 
planted for seven years, the land 
has thousands of trees on it. 

“I first show the people how to 
cut the trees. If a tree is cut prop- 
erly, anew stem will grow where 
the old one once was.” says 
Gauzzi. Thisis adifficult business 
lo get into since you must plant 
years in advance to get a tree large 
enough for cutting. 

Operating the tree farm for 
nearly 10 years are Gauzzi, his 
sister and long-time friend, hence 
the tree farm’s second name, 
Gauzzi, Schoennauer and Wilson. 

When ideas of starting a tree 
farm began, Gauzzi built a 30 foot 
deep pond to service the farm. This 
process required the movementof 
over 14,000 square yards of soil to 
construct it. The pond has suffered 
through the drought, and is down 
at least five feet. 

“The trees have suffered, but

have held up pretty good cons:der- 
ing the circumstances,” says 
Gauzzi. 

There are many good looking 
trees on the hill.

| From farm work to college 


The “Hornet 





A common misunderstanding 
about most migrant workers in the 
United States is the nouon that they 
are foreign. 

In reality only 15 percent are 
“green card” holders who come 
mostly from Mexico to work in 
California. Forty-five percent of 
the migrant workers in the United 
States are predominantly Hispanic, 
according to the National Commis- 
sion of Migrant Education in 
Washington, D.C. 

Most foreign migrants come to 
the United States for six months 
worth of work during which they 
earn enough money to support their 
families back horne for the enure 
year. Usually, the majority of mi- 
grants who reside in California 
choose towork all year round 
doing seasonal work. Many of 
these families travel with their 
children within the state and out of 
state in order to support them- 
selves. 

In most migrant families, both 
husband and wife work to cover

basic family expenses. The women 
usually do all the housework, as 
well as work in the fields. The 
children are also expected to con- 
tribute to the family’s income, 
which in return contributes to a 
high drop-out rate for the migrant 
childrea. 

Fifty percent of migrant stu- 
dents trave! with their parents. The 
move affects them tremendously 
in two aspects: It significantly 
disrupts the annual educational 
cycle, and it contributes to the ceal 
and perceived isolation of the 
student. The students face prob- 
ent curricula and texts, and also 
indifferent assistance to migrant 
needs. The migrant student has no 
opportunity to associate with other 
people and other places. 

At CSUS, the College Assis- 
tance Migrant Program has been 
designed to assist these migrants 
who attempt to break out of the 
migrant cycle by achieving a col- 


degree. 

CAMP is a federal-funded 
project designed for students that 
come from migrant and seasonal 
farm working backgrounds. Its 
goal is to increase the number of 
students who earn degrees ai the 
university level. 

The CAMP program at CSUS 
began in 1981. During its first year 
of existence, CAMP recruited 
approximately 30 students. Cur- 
rently, the program has assisted 
over 350 migrant students, which 
inchades over 80 new stndents this 
year. 





CAMP oifers its students finan- 
cial and academic assistance.’ 
Unfortunately , because of federal 
regulations, CAMP only assists 
students during their firsi year, 
which is the most crucial for many 
students. However, at the end of 
the year. 

Rosalinda Canevari, CAMP 
receptionist, has helped the pro- 
gram since it first started in 1981. 
She said that 90 percent of all 
CAMP students are still pursuing 
a degree in the university level. 
“The program has grown within 
the last three years. We are now 
recognized by other states as one of 
the best CAMP programs around,” 
stated Canevari. “The program is 
an open door to all students. It’s up 
to them to broaden their dimen- 
sions,” Canevari explained. 

Many students have viewed 
CAMP and CSUS as their salva- 
tion from working in the fields. It's 
known to the students parents as a 
“home away from home.”

At that age he felt 
privileged to accompany his father 
in the weekends and drive the 
tractors. It wasn’t until the summer 
of the sixth grade year, at the age 
12, when his mother insisted that 
he was big enough to work full 
ume. It was time to stop attending 
summer school. 

That summer Saivador would 
wake up at 4:30 in the mornmg, 
have breakfast, drive with his 


mother for an hour to their work 
base and finally start hocing sugar 
beets in Yolo County, usually in a 
100 degree weather. 

Although Quirarte was achild, 
he understood he had tocontribuie 
to his family’s income. “ It never 
bothered me that I didn’t keep the 
money,” said Quirarte. At 16 he 
decided never to work out in the 
fields again. Only a few months 
before high school graduation, 
Salvador turn down the Marines 
and accepted an offer from CAMP 
at CSUS. 

“I decided to come to the uni- 
versity because I wanted to make 
something out of myself instead of 
ending up in a grocery store or 
going into the Marines,” said 
Quirarte. “ I really believe in the

Junior college role under fire

WARNER, Okla. — College ath- 
letics has reached the crossroads, 
according to Bill Moyers. 

That's why the Public Broad- 
casting System was at Connors 
State College for two days this 
week. 

Moyers, executive editor of a 
documentary that will be broadcast 
March 19, said the show is based 
on the dilemma facing collegiate 
athletics: Are athletes really stu- 
dents? 

“If we are going toclean up the 
abuses in college athletics, how are 
we going to do it?” the native of 
Hugo asked. 

“Do we give the presidents 
more power? The people I’ve 
talked to so far have said that won't 
help. But I've drawn no conclu- 
sions on how to deal with the 
probiems of college athletics.” 


PBS chose Connors Staie be- 
cause of 6-foot-10 freshman An- 
thony Cade of New York, a great 
basketball prospect. He signed 
with the University of Louisville 
but failed to meet the qualifications 
of the NCAA under Proposition 
48. 

“Anthony Cade is the perfect 
example of the kind of people 
we’ re talking about,” Moyers said. 
“He’s the type of athlete that many 
times people use for his talents, but 
he doesn’t really get an education. 
But from what I’ve seen here, he 

to be in excellent care.” 

“He’sone of the outstanding big 
men in the country that can turn the 
program around,” PBS producer 
Howard Weinberg said. “Every- 
body’s looking for big men like 
that. He was recruited by Louis- 
ville and he’s from the Bronx. It 
was just a perfect situation.” 

The documentary will precede 


a live debate of the findings of the 
Knight Commission, which has 
been studying the state of colle- 
giate athletics the past year. 

Besides Connors State, Moyers 
said his five-member crew has 
visited the campuses of Southern 
Methodist University, Notre 
Dame, lowa and Louisville. 

Football was the topic of con- 
versation at those schools. The 
show also visited the Nike basket- 
ball camp in Princeton, NJ. 

He said he wasn’t sure if his 
research would lead him to talk to 
other schools about basketball. 

“We found an unusual thing 
going on here,” Moyers said. 
“Here’s a junior college trying to 
build a first-class sports program as 
well as try to have a great program 
for its students, too. 

“I used to write sports (in
